An unexplained hiatus occurs in the 
journal between the 6th and 27th October. 
On the latter date we find ihe traveller at 
Chen-yuen-fu, at the head of the Yuan 


river, where his long boat journey ended, | 


and he had to take to, sedan chairs as 
a future means of conveyance. Chen-yuen 
seems to enjoy the distinction of being the 
rowdiest place in Kweichow, aud we 
refer our readers to the journal for an 
account of the Prefect’s insolence, con- 
quered at last by the exhibition of the 
passport, and of the violence of the 
crowd, who were so aggres:ive that Margary 
was drivem, chair and chair-bearers, back- 
wards into the Yamén, when he attempted 
to leave it to return to his boat. Like 
Mr. Baber at Nanchang, he was “under 
the necessity of breaking one man’s nose 
who had the temerity to put his head 
inside the curtain of the chair to insult 
him.” But he got safely inside, and got 
away the next morning by starting at 
daylight, before the city was astir—to 
learn however, two days later, that when 
the mob found their bird had flown they 
had smashed and half burnt a boat which 
had assisted in his escape. 

The country now began to show 
grave evidence of the destruction done 
during the Miaotze rebellion, and the 
journal becomes more interesting as we 
get into districts more remote from Foreign 
ken. The province has been tranquilized, 
as we have learnt ; but m«ny years will be 
required to recover it from the desolation 
caused by the civil war. Matters im- 
proved, however, as the capital was ap- 
proached, the people all along being quiet 
and civil, On the 5th November, K wei- 
chow-fu was reached, and we are tempted 
to quote Mr, Margary’s own account of his 
arrival ;— 

I am, delighted with the place. The 
ee are mdst civil and not in the 
slightest degree troublesome. Although 
the streets were crowded, none attempted

It is notorious that these pay- 
ments were made from the revenues 
derived from our own trade, and that 
the British Minister, Sir Frederick 
Bruce, permitted encroachments to 
be made on treaty rights which have 
é6yer since weighed with an almost 
insuperable pressure on the develop- 
ment of our trade with China. 
Doubtless Sir Frederick Brace thought 
that, in yielding to the temptation 
induced by the momentary pressure of 
circumstances, he would still be in a 
position to check, when necessary, the 
downward movement.

There it had stood for a considerable 
time, and it may be easily inferred how 
the machinery is likely to work. We 
may probably find in this officer’s ad- 
mission, an explanation of what happens 
to all the other vast quantity of weapons 
and warlike stores, that are bought or 
manufactured only to disappear from 
sight. It is likely that the great value 
placed upon these new weapons—a 
value which their enormous cost re- 
latively to Chinese gingals, as well the 
belief in their efficiency, would tend 
naturally to create—leads to their being 
stored away for careful keeping; and 
that the utter absence of organisation or 
system leads eventually to oblivion of 
their existence. We have good authority 
for saying that, during the crisis of 
the Japanese difficulty, orders were 
issued for the immediate manufac.
